I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  helped 
me  in  compiling  this  report.

A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area.  The  Urban  District  of  Rushden  covers  3,777  acres.  There 
are  a  number  of  housing  estates  on  the  perimeter  of  the  town  and  many 
of  the  houses  in  the  town  itself  have  open  spaces  in  their  vicinity.  There 
are  a  number  of  parks  and  green  spaces.  The  main  industry  is  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  boots  and  shoes,  but  there  are  many  other  industries. 

The  density  of  population  is  4.6  persons  per  acre.  The  number  of 
separate  dwellings  is  6,489,  and  the  housing  factor  is  2.7  persons  per  house. 


Population.  The  Registrar  General  in  his  return  for  1964  gives  the 
population  of  Rushden  as  17,490.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  50  on  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  was,  however,  a  natural  increase  of 
120  (i.e.  births  minus  deaths). 


Births.  There  were  319  births  during  the  year,  one  less  than  in  1963. 
The  birth  rate  of  18.24  per  thousand  population  was  the  same  as  for  1963. 
The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1964  was  18.4.

Illegitimate  Births.  There  were  19  illegitimate  births  compared  with 
24  in  1963  giving  a  rate  of  58.28  per  thousand  births  compared  with 
75.00  for  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths.  There  were  seven  stillbirths  compared  with  six  in  the 
previous  year,  the  rate  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  was  21.47  compared 
with  13.46  for  the  County  and  16.3  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Deaths.  Of  the  199  deaths  that  occurred  during  the  year,  almost 
half  (93)  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  Cancer 
accounted  for  a  quarter  (45)  of  the  total,  while  only  5%  (10)  were  due  to 
respiratory  causes,  a  marked  decrease  from  1963,  when  they  formed  16% 
of  the  total. 

There  has  been  no  significant  difference  statistically  between  the 
death  rate  for  Rushden  and  that  for  the  County  or  for  England  and  Wales 
in  recent  years.

Maternal  Death.  There  was  one  maternal  death,  the  first  for  ten 
years.  It  occurred  in  hospital  following  the  delivery  of  the  baby  by 
caesarean  section  and  was  ascribed  to  cardio-respiratory  failure,  and 
eclampsia. 


Infant  Mortality.  There  were  six  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  one 
more  than  1963.  The  mortality  rate  was  18.81  per  thousand  live  births 
compared  with  15.62  for  1963.

Neonatal  Mortality.  This  is  a  sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality 
rate  and  concerns  infant  deaths  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  Five 
of  the  infant  deaths  were  in  this  period,  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  being 
15.67  compared  with  15.62  for  1963.  The  following  table  shows  the 
neonatal  mortality  rate  over  the  last  six  years.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Service.  The  area  is  covered  by  the  public  health 
laboratory  at  Northampton  which  comes  under  Dr.  Hoyle,  and  a 
laboratory  at  the  Kettering  General  Hospital  with  a  branch  at  the 
Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Hayway,  Rushden,  which  comes  under 
Dr.  Voss.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  provides 
facilities  for  the  routine  examination  of  water  and  milk  samples,  washed 
bottle  rinses,  churn  rinses,  and  the  examination  of  ice-cream  and  ice  lolly 
samples.  Both  laboratories  provide  facilities  for  the  examination  of 
specimens  in  connection  with  the  control  of  communicable  diseases.  The 
laboratories  at  The  Hayway  and  the  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  serve 
the  public  by  providing  facilities  for  the  examination  of  specimens  for 
patients  on  the  direction  of  their  own  family  doctor. 

Ambulance  Service,  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Help.  These 
services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  the  area  is  well  covered. 
All  three  provide  an  excellent  service  to  the  community. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-patient  Facilities.  The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  these  services,  a  list  of  which 
is  as  follows  :

Infant  Welfare  Centres.  This  service  is  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  and  is  held  at  the  centre  situated  off  Rectory  Road.  The 
welfare  centre  is  held  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

Rushden  Senior  Citizens’  Goodwill  Committee.  This  committee 
continued  its  good  work  amongst  the  old  people  in  the  town  and  I  am 
grateful  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  for  letting  me  have  a  copy  of  his  annual 
report. 

During  the  year  regular  visits  were  made  through  the  ward  committees 
to  old  people  who  were  in  hospital  and  who  might  otherwise  have  felt 
lonely  and  forgotten.  At  Christmas  some  1,000  parcels  and  174  money 
gifts  were  distributed.  The  cost  of  these  amounted  to  over  £350. 

Meals  on  Wheels.  The  W.V.S.  maintained  this  service  during  the 
year  and  approximately  100  hot  meals  are  delivered  each  week.  Since 
the  scheme  started  in  1957  a  total  of  25,933  meals  have  been  delivered. 
The  number  for  1964  being  4,879. 

Chiropody  Service.  This  service  is  working  to  capacity.  162  patients 
received  597  treatments  at  the  surgery,  62  patients  received  301  home 
visits. 

The  County  Welfare  Authority  arrange  an  annual  holiday  for  old 
persons  which  is  well  supported. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply.  The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board  is 
the  responsible  authority  for  the  supply  to  the  district.  Water  provided 
by  the  Board  is  treated.  The  sources  of  supply  are  as  follows  : 

Above  Ground  Source,  Sywell  Reservoir.  This  reservoir  has  a  capacity 
of  236,000,000  gallons  when  full  and  is  situated  in  the  Wellingborough 
Rural  District.  The  source  of  supply  of  this  reservoir  is  from  surface 
water  from  the  surrounding  catchment  area,  springs,  and  also  two  small 
brooks  that  flow  into  the  reservoir.  The  area  is  68J  acres.  Treatment 
of  water  at  these  works  consists  of  slow  sand  filtration,  rapid  gravel  filters, 
followed  by  chlorination. 

Underground  Sources,  (a)  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wollaston.  The 
source  of  supply  at  this  site  is  from  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  river  gravels. 
These  wells  yield  approximately  250,000  gallons  a  day.  Water  from  this 
source  is  rather  hard.  Treatment  consists  of  mechanical  filtration 
followed  by  chlorination. 

(b)  Ditchford.  Here  water  is  extracted  from  the  gravels  by  collector 
ducts  which  are  laid  in  the  alluvial  gravels  adjacent  to  Ditchford  lake. 
Treatment  of  water  consists  of  rapid  gravel  filtration,  partial  softening, 
aeration,  and  finally  chlorination. 

(c)  Further  sources  of  supply  belonging  to  the  Board  are  a  gravel 
well  at  Earls  Barton  and  springs  at  Grendon.

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Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  Sewage  disposal 
plant  for  the  town  is  situated  off  the  Wellingborough  Road  and  is  well 
screened.  The  new  works  were  completed  during  the  year* 

Court  Estate.  A  scheme  for  drainage  to  the  whole  of  Avenue  Road, 
part  of  Bedford  Road  and  Newton  Road,  together  with  a  relief  sewer  from 
Harborough  Road  to  Duck  Street,  was  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  towards  the  end  of  1963.  The  scheme  provides  for  replacing 
the  present  temporary  works  at  Court  Estate  with  a  pumping  station  so 
that  all  sewage  is  passed  to  the  main  works  for  treatment. 

Trade  Effluents.  Council  investigated  trade  wastes  and  effected 
trade  effluent  agreements  with  industry  in  1964. 

Disinfection.  A  steam  disinfection  station  is  maintained  by  the 
Council.  Articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  associated  with  cases  of 
infectious  disease  are  sent  here  for  disinfection.  A  service  is  also  provided 
by  request  for  neighbouring  authorities  to  have  similar  work  carried  out. 

Disinfection  of  houses  following  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  carried 
out  where  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths.  An  open-air  swimming  pool  is  run  by  the  Council 
and  this  amenity  is  much  appreciated  by  the  town. 

Movable  Dwellings.  There  is  one  licensed  site  for  caravans.  This  is 
situated  off  the  Bedford  Road.  It  is  a  very  well  maintained  site  and  the 
necessary  amenities  for  the  caravan  dwellers  are  provided. 

Public  Cleansing.  There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse 
and  also  facilities  available  for  the  tipping  of  trade  waste.  The  tip  is 
situated  off  the  Bedford  Road  and  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out. 

Atmospheric  Pollution.  The  following  figures  give  a  comparison 
between  the  results  of  the  deposit  gauges  and  the  estimated  sulphur  in 
the  atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  method.  Rainfall  is  also  given.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Food  Premises.  In  order  to  maintain  satisfactory  high  standards 
of  food  hygiene,  frequent  inspections  of  food  premises  are  necessary. 
Routine  inspections  can  only  be  carried  out  when  personnel  are  available, 
but  with  shortage  of  staff,  this  important  work  suffers  and  as  a  result  no 
samples  of  milk  or  ice-cream  were  taken. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream.  72  premises  are  registered  for 
the  sale  of  ice-cream.  One  for  bulk,  one  for  cold  mix  and  70  for  pre¬ 
packed.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

Tuberculosis.  There  were  five  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified,  two 
respiratory  and  three  non-respiratory,  and  one  death  from  tuberculosis 
occurred,  the  first  for  three  years.  It  would  seem  that  the  position  is 
static  (see  section  H,  table  2).

There  is  a  very  active  After-Care  Committee  in  the  town  which 
continued  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work  during  the  year.  Patients 
suffering  from  other  disorders  of  the  chest  are  also  assisted.  Grants  of 
milk,  eggs  and  provisions  are  made  to  patients,  and  members  of  the 


committee  visit  patients  in  hospital.

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox,  cerebrospinal  fever,  diphtheria, 
puerperal  fever,  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  or  dysentery,  or  infective 
hepatitis. 

There  were  no  cases  of  pneumonia  notified,  but  three  deaths  were 
ascribed  to  the  disease  by  the  Registrar  General.  This  discrepancy  is 
due  probably  not  so  much  to  a  failure  to  notify  the  disease,  as  to  confusion 
over  the  term  pneumonia.  In  many  cases  of  death  the  infection  in  the 
lung  only  occurs  because  the  body’s  defences  have  become  run  down. 
This  is  in  marked  distinction  to  the  acute  disease  which  used  to  occur  in 
previously  healthy  individuals,  a  disease,  which  has  been  almost  eliminated 
b}^  antibiotics. 

In  view  of  this  confusion,  and  that  epidemiologically  there  seems 
little  advantage  in  knowing  about  cases,  there  seems  little  point  in  re¬ 
taining  this  as  a  notifiable  disease.
